PASSENGER COACHES SMASHED. 


ahead of the locomotive and crashed 
into the railroad bridge and was 
smashed into splinters, portions of the 
wreck being hurled completely over 
the bridge. The second and third pas- 
senger cars were toppled over on the 


Une and completely destroyed. The 


conductor's van, containing a cook's 
kitchen, was saved by the conductor, 
who promptly applied the brakes. 

Rescue parties set out working in- 
stantly, but to little purpose, and the 
injured were forced to remain buried 
in the débris a long time. 

As the bodies of the dead were en- 
tricated they were laid in rows on the 
platform awaiting identiffeation. All 
the nhvsicians in Salisbury were sum- 
moned, and devoted themselves to at- 
tending the wounded. 

ENGINEER'S CHARRED CnRrPSF 

The body of the engineer was found 
on top of the firebox, charred beyond 
recognition. 

It was necessary to saw away part 


of the compartments of the railway 


coaches in order to release the survi- 
vors and to secure the bodies of the 
dead. 

In one compartment, all of the pas- 
sengers except two were killed, and 
the rescue of the survivors was ex- 
ceedingly difficult. 

The injured were later removed to 
Salisbury infirmary. 

MOST DANGEROUS CURVE. 

A short distance out of Salisbury be- 
gins the remarkable curve which some- 
times has been discovered as the most 
dangerous in the world, and which cer- 
tainly possesses elements of danger. 
Not only does the line enter and leave 
the stdtion on a curve, but where it 
crosses Fisherton street the line takes 
a slight rise. It was practically at this 
point that the engine jumped the ralis, 
and brought about a disaster, both as 
regards the percentage of lives lost 
and the extent of the damage to rolling 
stock, almost without precedent in the 
annals of British railroad accidents, 
especially of boat expresses. 

At the scene of the catastrophe there 
are five lines of rails. Two are main 


lines, two others are devoted to lozal 
traffic and the fifth is a siding. Of 
these five lines, only two were occupied 
at the time of the accident. A mik 
train, laden with empty cans, was lei- 
surely entering. the station in the oppo- 
site direction to the express, while at 
the entrance of the siding was a soll- 
tary locomotive, ready to furnish any 
service the milk train might require 
INSPECTOR SAW DISASTER. 

In the meantime, the express, which 
was due to run through with an empty 
line of rails on either side of her, came 
pounding along, swaying heavily, 
owing to the enormous speed. The in- 
spector on the station platform, watch 
in hand, followed her course with his 
eye, and was horrified to see the trais 


Ving smashed the 
guards’ van of the milk train to atoms 
and killed a guard. Instantly all the 
carriages broke from their couplings. 
The engine huried itself against the 
edge of the strong iron parapet which 
bounds the bridge over the roadway. 
Fortunately, it struck, the parapet al- 
most end-on, and so probably saved 
it from carrying away the parapet and 
precipitating the train into the street 
below. However, the iron work of the 
parapet was twisted out of shape, and 
a of it was detached and fell 
to the pavement beneath.

The wreck was horribly complete. 
Carriage was piled upon carriage; the 
stationary engine tilted toward the 
concrete platform with the wreckage 


engine and tender of the express al- 
most locked into the stationary engine, 
everything being smashed and splin- 
tered, with the exception of the 
guards’ van of the express. 

The directions to the engine driver 
over this portion of the line is not to 
exceed a speed of thirty miles an hour, 
but t is alleged that calculations 
based on the times at which different 
signal boxes were passed showed that 
this speed was exceeded. Both the 
engineer and the stoker are dead, and 
“therefore it may be difficult to ob- 
tain reliable evidence as to the speed 
at which the train was running when 
the accident occurred.

THE DASH TO DEATH. 
ROBBINS LET HER DRIVE. 
[BY TILE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
SALISBURY (England) July 1.— 
Driving at a mad pace over the Lon- 
don Southwestern Rallway, the Amer- 
jean line express, carrying forty-three 
of the steamer New York's passengers 
from Plymouth to London, plunged 
from the track just after passing the 
station here, at 1:57 o'clock this morn- 
ing, and mangled to death in its 
wreckage, twenty-three passenger 
who sailed from New York, June 23, 
and four of the trainmen. Besides 
those to whom death came speedily, a 
dozen persons were injured, some of 

them y. 

The late hour of the New York's ar- 
rival at Plymouth saved many lives. 
The steamship carried more than sixty 
travelers for London, but many of 
them elected to travel on comfortably 
to Southampton in preference to the 
late landing at Plymouth, and the long 
night ride across the country. If the 
New York had made a faster passage, 
the somber roster of the dead and in- 
jured would have been larger. 

FATEFUL DECISION. 

The big American line steamer 
reached Plymouth at o'clock Sat 
urday night, and half an hour later 
there was a tender alongside to re- 
ceive passengers for England. Several 
who had planned to debark and packea 
their baggage decided at the last mo- 
ment to remain aboard. It was a fate- 
ful decision, though not dictated by 
any fear. The run across the Atlantic 
had been pleasant. There were cheery 
partings when the passengers for Lon- 
don transferred the waiting tender, 
which steamed for the Davenport 
landing, where the express was lying 
made up. a 
THE DOOMED TRAIN. 

The train consisted of a powerful 
express engine, three first-class cor- 


ridor carriages, and one common 
guards’ van and buffet. The son- 
gers were soon entrained, and 11:3 
o'clock the express pulled out. Tt was 


given a clear track on the run of 230 
miles to London, on which the ex- 
press generally maintains an average 
speed of a mile a minute.

It swung across 
the adjoining track with terrific force 
ama destroyed the guard's van of a 
milk train that was slowly steaming in 
the opposite direction, killing a guard. 
Lurching forward, the locomotive 
plunged against the standards and the 
girders of the bride. The bridge with- 
stood the impact, and, rebounding, the 
engine crashed into another engine 
which was standing on a siding, and 
overturned. The wreckage of the two 
engines interlocked into a broken mass 
of twisted steel and iron. 

Throughout the wild plunge of the 
engine, Driver Robins, whether alive 
or dead, remained in his cab. Hours 
afterward, his charred body was found, 
covered over by the firebox. 

COACHES SHOOT FORWARD. 

The first coach shot over the engine, 
and careened onward’ until it was 
hurled against the parapet of the 
bridge and smashed into fragments, 
killing or maiming almost every occu- 
pant.

Company Sugdenly Changes Front 
and Would Like City to Vote Bond 
Issue to Secure Antiquated Plant.

It is insisted in some 
quarters that the company has noth- 
ing of particular value % sell. The 
water of the Ventura River, the source 
of supply, or so much of it as is neces- 
sary for the needs of the town, has 
been handed down to it from the old 
— fathers, who first put in the 
plant. 

The company supplying the water 
must furnish it to the people of the 
town, before any other service ts given. 
the Board of Trustees having the right 
under the law to say at what price it 
must be serve“ It ts insisted by many 
that it would be foolish to buy that 
which the town already owns. As for 
the distributing system, there is little 
of that left of worth. It has been put 
in at odd times for the past thirty 
years with little attempt at regularity. 
The only recent improvement is the 
building of a new reservoir, outside the 
town limits, and this would probably 
be a portion of the property which the 
company would desire to retain in or- 
der to furnish water to its outside pa- 
trons, It is anticipated that the com- 
pany will ask a very stiff p for its 
system, and it looks as though any 
scheme to force a bond issue to buy 
Will be voted down. The matter comes 
up at the next session of the board 
next Monday.
